Red Cagers Subdue

At Carnival Friday 

Davidon, Duford Stand Out . 
As McGill Wins in Overtime 



Staging a torrid rally that enabled them to obliterate a ten 
point deficit in the last three minutes of play and force an over- 
time session Howie Ryan's Rcdmcn went on to down the Varsity 
Blues by a 56-49 margin in an Intercollegiate Basketball game 
played at the Curric Gym last Friday evening. Still harbouring 
memories of the murderous baskct-a-minute clip maintained by 
the Blues in the first half of their encounter in Toronto last week, 
the McGill cagers obtained full retribution as they dented the 
Toronto twine for a total of twenty-six markers in the last eight 
minutes of play. 

The win gives the Rcdmcn a* 

mathematical chance of lying the 
Blues lor second place in the final 
league standings. To remove this 
from the realm of probability all 
that is required is that events pur- 
sue their expected course, with Mc- 
Gill defeating Queens and Western 
defeating Toronto in next week's 
final games. 

Varsity Leads 

Varsity opened fast, assuming a 
fi-2 lead in the first five minutes on 
the strength of some very fancy 
shooting by Gordy Wallace. But as 
the Rcdmen accustomed themselves 
to their new tactics they came back 
with Bobby Duford firing a last- 
second basket to give them a 24-23 
advantage at the intermission. 

Duly inspired by the half-time 
entertainment (Athletics" Night 
Chorus line) Toronto played their 
"racehorse" brand of ball to per- 
fection, quickly opening up a ten 
point margin. Midway through this 
spree Jack Tcttmar, the Varsity 
co-captain incurred his fifth foul 
and was banished. 

McGill Trails 

At the sixteen minute mark 
Davidon sunk a free shot to end 
a prolonged McGill basket famine. 
Ryan had his boys change over 
to a man to man defence. Charlie 
Goldbloom flicked a set shot in 
for two points. McGill trailed by 
seven points. Both teams were ex- 
hausted. It suddenly occurred to 
every person in the gym that there 
was no earthy reason why McGill 
shouldn't win. The Rcdmcn set out 
to rectify the adverse situation. 
Duford sunk two field goals and 
n free shot, while Zcaton of Tor- 
onto replied with two singletons. 
One minute remained and McGill 
trailed by two points. Davidon

Vets' Grants 
Are Criticized 
By Opposition 

In the Throne Speech debate in 
the House of Commons on Friday 
several members from the opposi- 
tion parties protested against the 
inadequate provision made to 
Veterans both in regard to pensions 
and in allowances to student 
veterans. 

The Government was criticized 
for not having established a per 
mancnt House Veterans Committee 
to look into veterans' affairs. The 
proposed increases in veterans' 
allowances could not go into effect 
until such a committee had studied 
them. Recent pension increases 
were considered inadequate by 
some of the opposition members. 
Increases Insufficient 

It was, also, suggested that the 
proposed increases in veterans' 
allowances were Insufficient and 
that the advance extended to mar 
rled veterans attending university 
should be given to unmarried stud- 
ents. 

Several other matter concerning 
veterans were touched on in this 
criticism of the Government by 
the opposition. It was urged that 
the Government introduce legisla- 
tion which would provide that the 
pensions of veterans of the First 
World War could not be reduced 
and that they should Increase as the 
veterans grow older. Also protests 
were voiced against the policy of 
paying pensions on the basis of 
rank.

Democracy? 

To the Editor: 

An amendment has been pro- 
posed at a meeting of the S.E.C. 
Feb. 18 to - combine the Faculties 
of Medicine and Dentistry with 
one representative to the Students' 
Executive Council. The represen- 
tation formerly held by the Faculty 
of Dentistry was to be transferred 
to newer "more active" schools 
Mich as Architecture, Commerce, 
Physiotherapy and Physical Educa- 
tion. Why should a well establish- 
ed faculty lose its voice on the 
S.E.C. simply because it is felt by 
the Executive Council that repre- 
sentation from all faculties would 
provide too larse a body for effic- 
ient executive administration? 

It is proposed the Faculty of 
Dentistry should retain its repre- 
sentation on the S.E.C. for the fol- 
lowinc. reasons: 

1. Regarding the contributions of 
the Dental Underfiraduatcs to Stu- 
dent Activities as a whole, may wc 
point out that Dental students have 
been competitiR in intorcollcsiatc 
sports such as Badminton. Water 
Polo and Skiing. They have also 
enthusiastically participated in In- 
tcrfaculty Sports such as Hockey, 
Basketball, Volley Ball and Soft- 
ball. 

2. It is a known fact that McGlll 



University proposes to increase the 
Dental Facilities in the near future. 
As these facilities Rrow there will 
be an increase in the number of 
students attracted to McGill, with 
the result that Dentistry is to be- 
come a permanently^ -larger faculty, 
in contrast with olher faculties 
whose enrollment will decline upon 
completion of D.V.A. assistance. 

3. It Is very difficult for the 
students in Dentistry to keep in 
touch with the lower campus, es- 
pecially due to the fact that the 
senior clinics arc situated in the 
Montreal General Hospital, and 
consequently it is imperative that 
representation on the S.E.C. be 
maintained in order that a consid- 
erable number of students may 
fully participate in campus activi- 
ties. 

4. Minority representation Is 
necessary in a democratic organiza- 
tion which we hope Ihc S.E.C. is. 
Thus all faculties should have rep- 
resentation regardless of size to 
comply with these democratic 
ideals. Granted, it is also neces- 
sary to have proportional repre- 
sentation and consequently Arts St 
Science deserve more representa- 
tives than Law, Architecture or 
Dentistry. The Council stated they 
wished to keep the number of rep- 
resentatives on the S.E.C. down to 
a minimum, but are WE, the stu- 
dents of McGill, professing to be 
staunch upholders of democratic 



ideals, about to sacrifice these prin- 
ciples for the sake of expediency?

Fog rising from gutter 

About thirteen years ago, the 
British made a film starring 
Elizabeth Bergncr, Raymond Mas- 
scy, and Romncy Brent. It was 
called Escape Me Never, and so 
far as any critic was concerned it 
was terrible. Hollywood, alas, 
never learns from mistakes, cither 
her own or other people's, and 
so she has remade this film, and 
this critic concurs -villi her an- 
cestors. 

The fault lies almost entirely 
with the story which shows very 
little understanding of human 
nature, and every actor suffers 
from having to play unconvinc- 
ing roles. In this version we have 
Ida Lupino in the Bergncr part. 
She speaks in a most extraordin- 
ary accent, sometimes Cockney, 
sometimes mid-European, b u t 
more often good solid American, 
and she certainly lacks that 
Bergncr-like quality of naive 
charm for which the role calls. 
Playing opposite her is Errol 
Flynn. who is at times plausible, 
at others terrible. Eleanor Park- 
er has an almost perfectly sus- 
tained English accent, and al-

though her role, loo, suffers from 
the creation, her interpretation is 
consistently good. There was a 
brilliantly devised piece of 
subtlety towards the end; the 
baby is sick, the cause is given 
as the English climate, and so we 
wallow for sometwenty minutes 
in— you'll never guess— an Eng- 
lish fog, rising, as is usual in 
Hollywood movies, from the gut- 
ter. 

By far the most noteworthy 
feature of the film is the inci- 
dental music, composed by Hen- 
rich Wolfgang Komgold. und 
upon those happy occasions when 
it is allowed to dominate the pro- 
ceedings the film is quite enjoy- 
able. 

Supporting Is Blondie In The 
Dough, which honesty compels 
me to admit I enjoyed. It has a 
spontaneity of humor, and al- 
though the formula is one to 
which wc have become accus- 
tomed in this series, that docs not 
spoil our enjoyment of the hil- 
arious misfortunes of the Bump- 
stead family. If you go to the 
Princess this week don't miss the 
supporting film. — P.B.S. 




The Daily Meets . . . 

Dr. G. I. Duthie

"I am extremely happy at McGill," remarked 
Professor Duthie enthusiastically. We were com- 
fortably seated in his office, surrounded by volumes 
of English literature conductive to a studious at- 
mosphere. 

Professor Duthie feels quite at home here, he 
went on to say. He likes both the staff and the stu- 
dents, and is of the opinion that discussion between 
the two would be of mutual service. "A great deal 
of benefit la to be derived from talking," he ex- 
plained, "and it keeps everyone on friendly terms." 
Ho would be very grateful to any student who has 
constructive ideas on improving the English courses, 
and he also invites students to discuss their academic 
difficulties with him. 

We asked the professor to tell us about his stud- 
ies at Edinburgh, and why he specialized in Shake- 
speare. He had originally intended to take music 
and a liberal Arts degree, but found, as have many 
students, that it wouldn't work. He then followed 
an Arts course, honoring in Classics and English. He 
became interested in English especially through Sir 
Herbert Grierson, one of the greatest authorities on 
John Donne, a seventeenth century poet. "But." 
continued Professor Duthie. "it is Dover Wilson to 
whom I owe everything. His lectures were most 
stimulating. Under him I did research in Shake- 
speare, and liked it so well that I decided to study 
Shakespeare exclusively." 

When his student days were over, the professor 
became a member of the staff at Edinburgh, and 



taught Anglo-Saxon, which, Incidentally, he believes 
should be more emphasized. He spent several years 
there, and then applied for the' Molson Chair at 
McGill. "When I was appointed, I came with keen- 
est anticipation. I regarded it as a great honor, as 
I am not very elderly yet." 

When asked about his classes here, Professor 
Duthie stated that he found Canadian students 
"very kind and courteous". He enjoys lecturing to 
McGill students, especially to English 2. since he 
likes big classes. He is troubled by extensive note- 
taking. "You miss a lot by taking things down. The 
art of note-taking consists of writing as little as 
possible. You tend to hear only the overtones when 
listening for Important facts." 

Professor Duthie Insists that English Is the most 
important course for every student, "Self-expression 
of the mother tongue is an absolute must You have 
to be able to think clearly and present thoughts log- 
ically In any vocation." Thus English, and especial- 
ly composition, is valuable to any student, in any 
faculty. Another reason for Its Importance, con- 
tinued the professor, "is that English teaches true 
humanistic values, makes you more discriminating, 
and thus a better citizen. . . . Amongst the humani- 
ties, English has a central place. It Is the mother 
tongue." 

The professor does not believe that students 
should be bookworms— on the contrary, he believes 
in a well-rounded out schedule. "It is a question of 
proportioning one's social activities and studies."

John Garfield, who him- 
self is from the east side, plays 
the fighter who becomes money 
crazy, and Lilli Palmer puts sin-

Hazel Brooks who wanders In 
and out of the picture playing the 
other woman who is out for Gar- 
field's money— since she only has 
to stand around and make like 
Lauren Bacall, Rhe fulfills her 
part well. The photography Is 
excellent, especially in the fight 
scenes, which are some of the 
more realistic that Hnlywood has 
ever turned o'lt. Much of the 
credit in this respect is due to 
Garfield who acts the not too 
bright boxer very well. This Is 
certainly one of the better pic- 
tures to appear here this year, 
also on the program is a musical 
short of Barbershop Quartettes 
and a cartoon.— K.T.

There Is just enough 
liberty, within the plot, to give 
the inmates a chance to create a 
situation and then the heavy 
arm of discipline falls on them, 
administered by a sadistic char- 
acter known as the 'toughest 
screw In the state!' One gets the 
Impression that all the prisoners 
are the victims of a huge frame- 
up .. . that they are really good 
guys at heart . . . that their 
break for freedom is justifiable. 
Readers of Sutherland, Tannen- 
baum and Rzepkicwicz (Stéph- 
ane) are warned to stay away 
from this film, particularly If 
they arc in the middle of prepar- 
ing a term paper.

McGill met defeat at the hands of a 
fast moving Varsity fencing team on 
Saturday, at Hart House in Toronto. 
The Blues won by a close margin 
of 26 out of a total of 48 bouts 
fought, McGill throughout con- 
stantly at the heels of their ad- 
versaries. While losing on points, 
the McGill four, George Pouliat, 
Jerry McCaughey, Mike Ellwood, 
Peter Eakins, however outshone in 
fencing style and technique the 
Varsity team represented by Jack 
Stanborough, Lou Winter, Neil Gill 
lespic, and Dick Thomson. 

Pouliot Still Champ 
McGiU's star fencer and Olympic 
prospect, George Pouliat, retained 
his Individual Fencing Champion- 
hip. Pouliat' won the champion- 
ship last year, and easily defended 
his title, losing only two bouts in 
the tournament, "tanborough (V) 
was runner - up. Novice Jerry 
McCaughey ranked second on the 
McGill team on the basis of bouts 
won, with a consistant show of 
fencing throughout the match. z 
In 1948 at the first post-war in- 
tercollegiate fencing meet, held in 
Toronto, McGill wrested a close 
victory from Varsity. The following 
year in Montreal the Red foilmcn 
walloped the Blues by a wide mar- 
gin of 36 out of 48 bouts, and took 
the Individual Championship away 
from Varsity. 

Coach George Tully accompanied 
the team, and referccd the Interme- 
diate fencing matches between Var- 
sity, Western and O.A.C., held Sat- 
urday morning. Varsity won by a 
narrow margin, the teams ranking 
10, 9. 8 bouts respectively. Darcy 
Lee was the official for the senior 
meet . 



The 300-yard Medley 
opened the meet, with Varsity 
coming in first in 3 mins. 11 sees., 
establishing a new record for this 
event However the free style re- 
lay was won by the Redmen, keep- 
ing alive their good record in this 
event. Stan Christie performed in 
free style event. This is somewhat 
creditable style to take the 50-yard 
of an achievement as Stan has 
been swimming in the backstroke 
events all season and this was his 
first venture outside of his own 
event. This was the only individual 
event in which a McGill man placed 
first. 

The 100-yard backstroke was a 
thriller that John McLean lost only 
in the last ten feet when Toronto's 
Wiglc edged him out In the 200- 
yard backstroke Marshall of Tor 
onto broke his own record when 
he swam the distance 2 mins. 30.3 
sees.

Or. F. Cyril James recently an- 
nounced "the Senate and the 
Board of Governors of McGill Uni- 
versity have agreed to create with- 
in the university a Faculty of 
Divinity along the lines proposed 
in a report received from the 
Council of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science." 

Donations Received 

In disclosing the extent to which 
plans for the establishment of such 
a faculty had been furthered. Dr. 
.lames stated that "substantial don- 
ations aggregating $350,000 have 
been received from friends of the 
university as partial endowment for 
this faculty and a further sum of 
$250,000 has been promised. 

At the present time the exact de- 
tails regarding courses and curri- 
culum in the new faculty as well 
as the appointments lo it's chairs 
will have to be considered in de- 
tail by various committees in the 
immediate future, it was further 
.stated by Dr. James. He said, "It 
is hoped that all these matters may 
be arranged in satisfactory fashion 



at an early enough date to make it 
possible for the faculty to begin its 
activities early in the 1948-1949 ses- 
sion. 

Itemain N'onscciarian 
The addition of a faculty of 
divinity will not alter the tradi- 
tional status of the university as a 
non - secretarial! institut ion. Dr. 
James staled. While McGill is and 
always will be a non-sccrctarian 
institution drawing its staff and 
student body from many nations 
and religions, it has long heen felt 
by many of those interested in its 
welfare and the welfare of Canada 
that it could make an outstanding 
contribution by enlarging its facil- 
ities to include the teaching of 
Christian theology. 

The conviction has grown within 
the University that McGill. the 
only university in Canada up to 
I this time to establish such a 
] broadly based faculty of. divinity 
for the preparation to more than 
one o fthese denominations, could 
make a good contribution towards 
the training of candidates • for or- 
dination to the ministry.
